1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument filed on 7/2/08 is persuasive as to the point that the closest prior art Sun et al 
('931 patent) fails to teach a process of forming a semiconductor device including the 
step of wet etching the etch stop layer disposed over the source region, the drain region 
and the sidewall spacers, wherein the source and the drain regions of the 
semiconductor substrate adjacent respective sides of the gate as the context of claims 1 
and 21.
